the duty of Dr. Marsh to provide such compensation. We do not understand why Mrs. 
Spriggs has been appointed Government teacher in place of her husband, nor why that 
being the case her husband should look to the Board for a commission as our utesthanees 


We supposed Mr, Spriggs was to remain at Point Barrow as the teacher of the Government 


under your direction and Dr, Marsh the medical missionary of this Board, With that 
understanding of the case we do not see how we can commission Mr. Spriggs as our mission 
ary at Point Barrow. 

pe Marsh expects to go back there next spring and resume his work and we cer= 
tainly cannot afford to have two missionaries at that point. 

a Young reported in this office a week or so agoe He is better but. does not seem 


to be well and he has gone to Ithaca for rest and recuperation. We will use him in 


the field when he is sufficiently recovered.
